Bvery- 
body knows what its power is:in war. » “The 
moral,” said NaPign, ‘ counte for three parts—the 
physical but for one.” 

That the morale of the Army of the Potomac is 
not what it should be to be effective, it would be 
folly and detusion to deny. Gen. SumNER, who 
has perhaps more personal contact with, and 
knowledge of, hie men than any other Com- 
mander in this army, acknowledged, in his testi- 
mony before the Congressional Committee, it will 
be remembered, that our troops were demoralized 
after the. battle of Predericksburgh. They have [
